Germany Marks 25 Years Since Fall of Berlin Wall

BERLIN (AP) — As Germany 
celebrated the 25th an¬ 
niversary at the tall of the 
Berlin Wall on Sunday, Elke 
Rosin recalled how lucky 
her family had been. 

Her pet parakeet and a 
few personal belongings 
were all that Rosin man¬ 
aged to grab before her 
family fled from East to 
West Berlin 53 years ago. 
Hours after their frantic es¬ 
cape, the communist au¬ 
thorities in East Germany 
sealed off the border and 
began building the Wall. 
“We all got away and no¬ 
body died," said Rosin, 
who is now 70. 

Others weren't so fortu¬ 
nate. During its 28-year ex¬ 
istence, at least 138 peo¬ 
ple died at the Wall, and 
hundreds more were jailed 
for trying to escape. 
German Chancellor An¬ 
gela Merkel honored their 
memory and paid tribute 
to those who helped bring 
down the Wall, calling its 
collapse an example of 
the human yearning for 
freedom. 

On the night of Nov. 9, 
1989, thousands of East 
Berliners streamed through 
the once-closed border 
crossings after commu¬ 


nist authorities coved in to 
mounting pressure and re¬ 
laxed travel restrictions that 
had prevented their citi¬ 
zens from going to the west 
for decades. 


“It was about reclaiming 
freedom, about being citi¬ 
zens, not subjects," Merkel 
said at the main memorial 
site for the Wall on Bernau- 
erStrasse. 


The protests in East Ger¬ 
many were spurred by 
changes that had already 
taken place elsewhere in 
Eastern Europe, she said, 
citing the examples set by 
democracy movements 
in Poland, Czechoslovakia 
and Hungary. “The fall of 
the Wall has shown us that 
dreams can come true," 
said Merkel, who grew up 
in East Germany. “Noth¬ 
ing has to stay the way it 
is, however big the hurdles 
are." Activists staged a 
small demonstration during 
the memorial event, hold¬ 
ing up a banner with the 
words “No wall around Eu¬ 
rope" to protest the treat¬ 
ment of refugees trying to 
reach the continent. 

A million people were ex¬ 
pected to attend Sunday’s

festivities in Berlin, which in¬ 
cluded an open-air party 
at the city’s Brandenburg 
Gate and the release of 
hundreds of helium-filled 
balloon strung along a 
15-kilometer (9-mile) stretch 
of the former border. 

Merkel noted that Nov. 9 
is a significant dote in Ger¬ 
many history also for being 
the day when, in 1938, Nazi 
paramilitaries launched a 
pogrom against the coun¬ 
try’s Jewish population in 
what became known as 
Reichskristallnacht — the 
“Night of Broken Glass." 
“That was the opening 
note for the murder of mil¬ 
lions,” said Merkel, adding 
that on Nov. 9 each year 
“I feel not just joy, but the 
responsibility that German

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US racing against time and 
Congress on Iran nuke deal

MUSCAT, Oman (AP) — The Obama administration is 
facing its last best chance to curb Iran’s nuclear pro¬ 
gram — not just to meet an end-of-the-month dead¬ 
line for a deal, but also to seal one before skeptical 
Republicans who will control Congress next year are 
able to scuttle it. 

Years of negotiations to limit Tehran’s nuclear produc¬ 
tion entered the final stretch Sunday as U.S. Secretary 
of State John Kerry met with Iranian Foreign Minister 
Javad Zarif and European Union senior adviser Cath¬ 
erine Ashton in Oman’s capital. With no immediate 
agreement in sight, officials said the discussions were 
expected to continue into Monday. 

The stakes are high as the Nov. 24 deadline ap¬ 
proaches. A deal could quell Mideast fears about 
Iran’s ability to build a nuclear bomb and help revive 
the Islamic Republic’s economy. 

It also would deliver a foreign policy triumph for the 
White House, which is being hammered by prominent 
Republican senators over its handling of the civil war 
in Syria and the growth of the Islamic State militancy 
in Iraq. Those same critics seek to put the brakes on 
U.S.-lranian bartering, if not shut it down completely, 
once they seize the majority on Jan. 3. 

The Obama administration “needs to understand 
that this Iranian regime cares more about trying to 
weaken America and push us out of the Middle East 
than cooperating with us,” Republican Sens. John 
McCain of Arizona, the incoming chairman of the 
Senate Armed Services Committee, and Lindsey Gra¬ 
ham of South Carolina, said in a statement last week. 
President Barack Obama told CBS’ “Face The Na¬ 
tion” that his administration’s “unprecedented sanc¬ 
tions” on Iran are what forced Tehran to the negoti¬ 
ating table. “Our number one priority with respect to 
Iran is making sure they don’t get a nuclear weap¬ 
on,” he said. 

But Obama also cited “a big gap” between Iran and 
world powers as they try for a final agreement. “We 
may not be able to get there,” he said in the inter¬ 
view broadcast Sunday. 

Over the past year, congressional Republi¬ 
cans have made little secret of their skepticism 
of Obama’soutreach to Tehran. 


American freed by North Korea: 
‘I learned a lot

— Kenneth Bae arrived 
home after years of impris¬ 
onment in North Korea, ex¬ 
pressing his gratitude to the 
U.S. government for secur¬ 
ing his release and reveal¬ 
ing that his time there of¬ 
fered lessons. 

“It’s been an amazing two 
years, I learned a lot, I grew 
a lot, I lost a lot of weight,” 
said Bae, a Korean-Ameri- 
can missionary with health 
problems. Asked how he 
was feeling, he said, “I’m 
recovering at this time.” 

He was one of the last two 
Americans held captive by 
the reclusive communist 
country to return home. 
Bae and Matthew Miller 
landed Saturday night at 
a Washington state military 
base after a top U.S. intelli¬ 
gence official secured their 
release. 

Bae, surrounded by family 
members, spoke briefly to 
the media after the plane 
carrying him and Miller 
landed. He thanked Presi¬ 
dent Barack Obama and 
the people who supported 
him and his family. He also 
thanked the North Korean 
government for releasing 
him. 

“I just want to say thank 
you all for supporting me 
and standing by me,” Bae 
said. His family has said he 


suffers from diabetes, an 
enlarged heart, liver prob¬ 
lems and back pain. 
Members of Bae’s family, 
who live near the sprawling 
military base south of Seat¬ 
tle, met him when he land¬ 


ed. His mother hugged him 
after he got off the plane. 
Miller stepped off the U.S. 
government aircraft a short 
time later and also was 
greeted with hugs. 

U.S. officials said Miller of 
Bakersfield, California, and 
Bae of Lynnwood, Wash¬ 
ington state, flew back with 
James Clapper, the direc¬ 
tor of national intelligence. 
Clapper was the highest- 
ranking American to visit 
Pyongyang in more than a 
decade. 

Their release was the latest 
twist in the fitful relationship 


between the Obama ad¬ 
ministration and the young 
North Korean leader, Kim 
Jong Un, whose approach 
to the U.S. has shifted back 
and forth from defiance to 
occasional conciliation. 


“It’s a wonderful day for 
them and their families,” 
Obama said. “Obviously, 
we are very grateful for 
their safe return.” 

A senior Obama adminis¬ 
tration official said the pres¬ 
ident approved the mission 
last week and U.S. officials 
spent the next several days 
planning the trip. Clapper 
spent roughly a day on the 
ground and met with North 
Korean security officials — 
but not with Kim, the official 
said aboard Air Force One 
as Obama prepared to 
head to Beijing.

Republican victory shapes 2016 presidential race

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 

2016 presidential race was 
about the new Republican- 
controlled Congress even 
before the polls closed 
Tuesday night. 

As the Republican rout be¬ 
came clear late on elec¬ 
tion night, would-be Dem¬ 
ocratic front-runner Hillary 
Rodham Clinton found 
herself with o ready-made 
foil in the Republican-led 
Congress that begins next 
year just as o few high- 
profile senators seized on 
their new status os o spring¬ 
board into 2016. 

Some Republican gover¬ 
nors already hove begun 
to try to distance them¬ 
selves from unpopular con¬ 
gressional leaders in both 
parties. 

“I think governors moke 
much better presidents 
than members of Con¬ 
gress," said Wisconsin’s Re¬ 
publican Gov. Scott Walk¬ 
er, who just won his third 


election in four years and is 
contemplating o presiden¬ 
tial bid. 

Republicans are facing 
their most unpredictable 


presidential primary cam¬ 
paign in o generation, 
while Clinton remains the 
overwhelming favorite for 
Democrats who ore reel¬ 
ing from heavy losses in lost 
week’s midterm elections. 
Republicans successfully 


tied Democratic candi¬ 
dates to President Barack 
Obama at every turn, 
winning Senate races in 
Colorado, Iowa and North 


Carolina, usually competi¬ 
tive states in presidential 
elections. Even before polls 
closed, ambitious Republi¬ 
cans began casting Demo¬ 
crats’ struggles as a refer¬ 
endum on Clinton as well 
as Obama. 


“In many ways, she was 
the big loser on Tuesday 
because she embodies ev¬ 
erything that’s wrong with 
Washington,” Walker told 
NBC television’s “Meet The 
Press" on Sunday, echoing 
the attacks of other poten¬ 
tial Republican presidential 
contenders in recent days. 
As many as a dozen Re¬ 
publicans are considering 
presidential runs otter a 
dominant midterm perfor¬ 
mance that many consider 
the first step in retaking the 
White House. 

Strategists report an early 
burst of activity among 
prospective candidates, 
who are taking initial steps 
to create super political 
action committees and 
nonprofit organizations 
that would allow them to 
begin raising campaign 
money even before they 
announce their intentions. 
While it wasn’t technically 
o campaign ad, the 2016 
primary season saw its first 
television special over the 
weekend. 

An hour-long documen¬ 
tary featuring retired brain 
surgeon Ben Carson, a 
conservative favorite little 
known on the national 
stage, ran in more than two 
dozen states Saturday and 
Sunday. 

The program, which likens 
Carson to former President 
Ronald Reagan at times, 
was produced by Carson’s 
business manager, Arm¬ 
strong Williams, who noted 
that Carson didn’t pay for 
the nationwide run that in¬ 
cluded states such as Iowa, 
South Carolina and Ohio. 
“Make no mistake, he’s se¬ 
riously thinking about run¬ 
ning,” Armstrong said. 

Also thinking of running are 
at least three first-term sen¬ 


ators who will begin next 
year in the Senate majority: 
Sens. Marco Rubio of Flori¬ 
da, Ted Cruz of Texas and 
Rond Paul of Kentucky. 
Some have adopted a bi¬ 
partisan tone in the mid¬ 
term’s aftermath, although 
the likelihood of continued 
Washington gridlock poses 
political risks for the trio as 
Congress’ approval ratings 
hover near all-time lows. 

“I wont to get things done," 
Paul told The Associated 
Press in an interview, al¬ 
though he was among the 
first to attack Clinton last 
week, casting his party’s 
midterm success as a refer¬ 
endum on Clinton as much 
os Obama. 

Paul planned to meet with 
advisers this coming week 
to map out his plans for the 
next few months. He insists 
he will not make a final de¬ 
cision about the 2016 presi¬ 
dential contest until next 
spring. 

The primary season takes 
another big step forward 
later this month when the 
Republican Governors As¬ 
sociation meets to elect o 
new chairman in Florida. 

All eyes will be on Wisconsin 
Gov. Scott Walker, with the 
outgoing chairman. New 
Jersey Gov. Chris Christie, 
passing the reins to an¬ 
other ambitious governor. 
Advisers suggest that a run 
for the post may signal dis¬ 
interest in a 2016 presiden¬ 
tial run; fundraising logistics 
make it very difficult to do 
both. 

As governors gather in Flori¬ 
da, former Florida Gov. Jeb 
Bush headlines a Wash¬ 
ington conference for his 
education foundation that 
seems certain to draw 
strong 2016 buzz.

ered more than 800 sig¬ 
natures so tar, and other 
merchants are on track to 
deliver hundreds more to 
town officials this week. 
David Sutton, a spokes¬ 
man for Richmond, Virgin¬ 
ia-based Altria Group Inc., 
owner of the nation's big¬ 
gest cigarette maker, Philip 
Morris USA, called the pro¬ 
posal a “bad policy" that 
will harm local employers. 
“We believe businesses 
should be able to choose 
which products they car¬ 
ry," Sutton said. “If the ban 
were to be implemented, 
adult tobacco and e-va- 
por consumers could shift 
their purchases to neigh¬ 
boring stores. The pro¬ 
posed regulations, if en¬ 
acted, would fundamen¬ 
tally alter these businesses 
and would likely cost West¬ 
minster jobs.”

WESTMINSTER, Massa¬ 
chusetts (AP) — The car¬ 
tons of Marlboros, cans of 
Skoal and packs of Swisher 
Sweets are hard to miss 
stacked near the entrance 
of Vincent’s Country Store, 
but maybe not for much 
longer: All tobacco prod¬ 
ucts could become contra¬ 
band if local health officials 
get their way. 

This sleepy central Massa¬ 
chusetts town of 7,700 has 
become an improbable 
battleground in America’s 
tobacco wars. On Wednes¬ 
day, the Board of Health 
will hear public comment 
on a proposed regulation 
that could make Westmin¬ 
ster the first municipality in 
the United States to ban 
sales of all tobacco prod¬ 
ucts within town lines. 

“To my knowledge, it would 
be the first in the nation to 
enact a total ban,” said 
Thomas Carr, director of na¬ 
tional policy at the Ameri¬ 
can Lung Association. “We 
commend the town for do¬ 
ing it.” 

Town health agent Eliza¬ 
beth Swedberg said a ban 
seemed like a sensible solu¬ 
tion to a vexing problem. 
“The tobacco compa¬ 
nies are really promoting 
products to hook young 
people,” she said, point¬ 
ing to 69-cent bubblegum- 
flavored cigars, electronic 


cigarettes and a new form 
of dissolvable smokeless to¬ 
bacco that resembles Tic 
Tac candies. “The board 
was getting frustrated try¬ 
ing to keep up with this.” 
Citing a report from the U.S. 
surgeon general, Swed¬ 
berg said that if tobac¬ 
co use continues unabat¬ 
ed, 5.6 million American 
children who are younger 
than 18 today will die pre¬ 
maturely because of smok¬ 
ing. Change, she said, “has 
to start somewhere.” 

Brian Vincent would rather 
it not start with his family- 
owned grocery on Main 
Street. Tobacco products, 
he said, make up more 
than 5 percent of sales. 

A quarter of his custom¬ 
ers purchase tobacco, 
Vincent said, and while 
they're there, they often 
pick up a gallon of milk or 
one of the fresh-baked ma¬ 
ple-candied bacon choc¬ 
olate chip cookies that are 
displayed by the check-out 
aisle. 

“It’s going to send business 
five minutes this way or five 
minutes that way — no 
one's going to quit,” said 
Vincent, who admits to en¬ 
joying a cigar himself now 
and then. 

Encouraged by the New 
England Convenience 
Store Association, Vincent 
has been asking customers 
to sign a petition against 
the proposal. He has gath¬

Asia trip tests Obama’s postelection global clout

WASHINGTON (AP) — His 
influence at home fading. 
President Barack Obama 
is looking abroad to Chi¬ 
na, the opening stop of 
a three-country trip that 
will test his ability to play a 
commanding global role 
during his final two years in 
otfice. 

Once Obama was treated 
like a superstar on the world 
stage. But the president will 
arrive in Beijing on Monday 
under tar different condi¬ 
tions, with his most powertui 
days behind him. 

At home. Republicans 
are still rejoicing at having 
pummeled Obama’s party 
in the midterm elections, 
relegating Democrats to 


the minority in both cham¬ 
bers ot Congress. His coun¬ 
terparts in Asia surely have 
noticed. 

The trip also marks one of 
Obama’s final chances to 
deliver on his goal to am- 
plity America’s influence in 
Asia and the Pacific. In Chi¬ 
na, Myanmarand Australia, 
leaders may render a judg¬ 
ment on whether Obama’s 
lofty ambitions in the region 
have been sidetracked by 
crises in Eastern Europe, Af¬ 
rica and the Middle East.

Yet Obama’s 
mission against the Islamic 
State group and his gov¬ 
ernment’s Ebola response 
have diverted U.S. military 
and financial resources 
elsewhere. 

“The president remains 
deeply committed to his 
Asia rebalancing strategy, 
and its implementation 
will remain a top prior¬ 
ity throughout the second 
term," said his national se¬ 
curity adviser, Susan Rice. 
U.S. presidents often im¬ 


merse themselves in toreign 
atfairs during their last years 
in otfice, when the focus on 
the next presidential race 
saps the energy from their 
domestic efforts. Under 
Obama, U.S. trade nego¬ 
tiators for years have been 
pursuing the Trans-Pacific 
Partnership, a major trade 
pact being negotiated 
with 11 nations. The talks re¬ 
peatedly have blown past 
their deadlines, and other 
nations have been wary 
about Obama’s ability to 
push a deal through Con¬ 
gress, where Democrats 
are sensitive to the con¬ 
cerns ot labor unions. 

But with Republicans in 
charge, Obama’s pros¬ 
pects may have increased 
— so the argument goes. 
Republicans tend to sup¬ 
port trade deals as a way 
to boost the U.S. economy, 
and GOP leaders have 
spoken positively about 
giving Obama the power 
to submit a final deal to an 
up-or-down vote, prevent¬ 
ing last-minute amend¬ 
ments that could sink it.

The ballot asks voters two 
questions: should Cata¬ 
lonia be o state, and if so, 
should it be independent. 
Polls show that the major¬ 
ity of Catalonia's 7.5 million 
inhabitants want on official 
vote on independence, 
while around holt support 
breaking centuries-old ties 
with Spain. 

Catalonia’s push for in¬ 
dependence comes two 
months otter the Scots vot¬ 
ed to remain in the United 
Kingdom. 

Mas has said the vote, 
which locks guarantees 
such os on electoral roll, 
is only symbolic and will 
likely lead to anticipated 
regional elections that will 
stand-in for o referendum 
on independence.

Imagine being sequestered 
for the last nine weeks, with 
no access to television or 
smartphones or the news 
medio, and that the first 
act of re-entry involved at¬ 
tending Sunday’s gome at 
MetLife Stadium.

How cathartic it must have 
been for Jets fans to cheer 


when Pittsburgh’s Shaun 
Suisham hooked a 23-yard 
field-goal attempt or when 
Ben Roethlisberger, who 
hod fired 12 touchdown 
passes the last two weeks, 
threw into triple coverage 
or when the Steelers (6-4) 
committed three first-half 
turnovers.

How disorienting it must 
hove been for Jets fans 
to see anyone, let alone 
Jarrett, a reserve safety, 
recover a fumble and in¬ 
tercept two passes; to see 
Graham, who entered 
Sunday with one recep¬ 
tion since signing six weeks 
ago, catch a touchdown 
pass and recover a fum¬ 
ble; and to see their team, 
which had lost its last two 
games by a combined 
34 points, play with some 
measure of competence. 
Instead of yearning for the 
bad old days of Rich Kotite, 
the Jets, who escaped 
with the victory after allow¬ 
ing an 80-yard touchdown 
to Martavis Bryant with 1 
minute 16 seconds remain¬ 
ing, provided evidence 
that they are the best 2-8 
team in the NFL. 

In their first victory since 
their Sept. 7 season opener 
against Oakland, the Jets 
scored the first 17 points to 
stifle - a little, at least - the 
thousands of Terrible Tow¬ 
els twirling in the stands. 
Three and a half hours be¬ 
fore kickoff, the parking 
lots teemed with so many 
Steelers fans that the signs 
along the highways near 
MetLife Stadium could 
have read; “Steelers game 
1 p.m. Plan alternate 
route." 

Sprinkled among the black 
and gold were consider¬ 
able pockets of green and 
white, of Jets fans who de¬ 
cided to spend a splendid 
autumn day watching a 
1-8 team instead of pursu¬ 
ing more enjoyable pas¬ 
times, like a colonoscopy. 
“We still come,” said Grif¬ 
fin Handley, 42, a longtime 
season-ticket holder who 
works in finance and lives 
in Stamford, Connecticut, 
“no matter what they do 
to our team." 

Handley’s tent was loaded 
with high school friends 
from Connecticut, includ¬ 
ing Rich Fedeli, 41, the own¬ 
er of a commercial printing 
company who lives in New 
Canaan and named his 
miniature poodle Geno, 
after the deposed quarter¬ 
back Geno Smith. 


“My dog looks at me like, 
Why'd you name me 
that?” Fedeli said. 

Fedeli could not discern 
whether his dog wondered 
how differently this season 
might have gone had the 
Jets given Michael Vick 
a fair shot at winning the 
starting job out of training 
camp, or at least not wait¬ 
ed until last week to award 
him his first start. 

Vick led the Jets to 17 
points on their first three se¬ 
ries Sunday, completed 10 
of 18 passes for 132 yards 
and two touchdowns, and, 
for the second consecu¬ 
tive week, did not commit 
a turnover. 

By running for 39 yards, 
Vick also surpassed 6,000 
career rushing yards, ex¬ 
tending his record for a 
quarterback. 

In the first quarter the Jets 
outgained the Steelers, 164 
yards to 5, and outscored 
them 17-0. The same team 
that had three takeaways 
in its first nine games had 
three in the first 28 minutes. 
Roethlisberger, who en¬ 
tered Sunday with 862 
passing yards in his last two 
games, had 54 at halftime. 
(He finished with 343.) 

A four-play sequence in the 
first quarter encapsulated 
the Jets' fortunes; Jarrett's 
10-yard sack of Roethlis¬ 
berger on a third down, 
Vick's 67-yard touchdown 
pass to Graham, and Jar¬ 
rett's recovery of an An¬ 
tonio Brown fumble that 
gave the Jets possession at 
the Pittsburgh 20. Five plays 
later, on a third down, Vick 
fired a 5-yard touchdown 
pass to Jace Amaro in the 
back of the end zone. 

As often happens with the 
Jets, their week had drifted 
toward the surreal, with 
an airplane trailing a “Fire 
John Idzik” banner over 
the team’s practice fields 
one day and coach Rex 
Ryan responding the next 
by sending up a toy heli¬ 
copter with a sign reading, 
“Go Jets." 

The airspace around the 
stadium Sunday contained 
only one plane toting a 
similar message; “Jets re¬ 
building since 1969.” That 
could be true, but on this

Federer, Nishikori win

LONDON (AP) — Experi¬ 
ence prevailed over youth 
as Roger Federer tamed 
Milos Roonic 6-1, 7-6 (0) in 
his opening round-robin 
match at the ATP Finals 
Sunday otter Kei Nishikori 
started his maiden cam¬ 
paign at the season-end¬ 
ing tournament with a win. 
Federer, the most success¬ 
ful player at the elite cham¬ 
pionship, produced a flaw¬ 
less performance against 
the 23-year-old Roonic, the 
youngest player of the field 
at the indoor tournament. 
The 17-time Grand Slam 
champion, chasing a sev¬ 
enth title, saved all four 
break points he faced to 
avenge his loss to the big¬ 
serving Canadian in the 
quarterfinals of the Paris 
Masters last week. 

Roonic did not ploy as free¬ 
ly as he did in the French 
capital while Federer, who 
is ten years older than Ro- 
onic, returned much bet¬ 
ter to break his opponent 
twice in the first set. 

Roonic hit 10 aces to Fe- 
derer's five and gave the 
Swiss a tougher challenge 
in the second set as both 
players held until the tie- 
break otter Federer saved 
a set point with o service 
winner in the 12th game. 
Earlier, Nishikori started 
his campaign with o 6-4, 
6-4 win over home favor¬ 
ite Andy Murray, who is 
now facing an uphill task 
to reach the elite tourna¬ 
ment’s semifinals. 

The fourth-seeded Japa¬ 
nese — the first Asian player 
to qualify for the year-end 
championship — secured 
important points in o tough 
Group B. 

After the round-robin 
stage, the top two finishers 
in each group advance to 
the semifinals of the indoor 


tournament at the 02. 
“Obviously now I need to 
win my next two matches 
more than likely, and win 
them well if I wont to go 
through,” said Murray, who 
missed last year’s tourna¬ 
ment otter undergoing sur¬ 
gery on his back. “That’s 
going to be tricky because 
Milos obviously played fan¬ 
tastic last week in Paris, and 
Roger always plays well at 
this event. So I’m definitely 
going to have to play bet¬ 
ter if I want to get through.” 
Murray, who had never 
lost a set to Nishikori in their 
three previous matches, 
only sealed his spot at the 
season finale last week in 
Paris following an impres¬ 
sive run that saw him win 20 
of his previous 23 matches. 
But the former Wimbledon 
champion never looked 
capable of turning the 
match around. Fie dis¬ 
missed the idea that fa¬ 
tigue finally took its toll on 
him. “I felt OK on the court 
today,” he said. “I don’t 
think that was the reason 
why I lost the match.” 
Murray, who had ex¬ 
pressed worries that he 
could be rejected by local 
fans after coming out in 
favor of Scottish indepen¬ 
dence in September, re¬ 
ceived a warm welcome 
as he entered the court. 
The Scot secured the first 
break in the fifth gome af¬ 
ter taking advantage of his 
opponent’s unforced er¬ 
rors but could not hold his 
next serve after hitting two 
double-faults. 

Nishikori did not serve well 
either, hitting eight double¬ 
faults and averaging o low 
first-serve percentage of 
46. But Murray’s struggles 
were even worse, winning 
only seven points on his 
second serve. 

“I didn’t serve well enough. 
Fie was able to dictate

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Rosberg holds off Hamilton to win Brazilian GP

SAO PAULO (AP) — This 
time, Nice Rosberg wasn’t 
going to let victory slip 
away. A week after see¬ 
ing Lewis Hamilton over¬ 
take him to win the United 
States Grand Prix, Rosberg 
fended off another strong 
challenge by his Mercedes 
teammate to secure the 
victory at the Brazilian GP 
and close in on his rival in 
the Formula One title race. 
“It was a great weekend all 
in all,” Rosberg said. “Just 
didn’t do a good enough 
job in the race in Austin, to¬ 
day I managed to do that. 
I learned from Austin and 
did better, so that’s a big 
step in the right direction. 
One race too late, (but) 
there’s still all to play for.” 
The German cut his points- 
deficit to 17 but Hamilton 
will keep the upper hand 
going into the season¬ 
ending race in Abu Dha¬ 
bi, where the Briton can 
clinch his second title with 


another second-place fin¬ 
ish. If Rosberg misses out on 
a podium spot, Hamilton 
can finish eighth or better 
and still lift the trophy. 
Hamilton has 334 points 


to 317 for Rosberg. The 
championship could not 
be decided at Interlagos 
because the race in Abu 
Dhabi on Nov. 23 will be 
worth double points. 


“Now I’m just hoping for 
(Abu Dhabi) and need 
to try and keep this go¬ 
ing now,” he said. Ham¬ 
ilton also started behind 
Rosberg in Texas but out¬ 


paced him during the 
race. Rosberg said it took 
too long for him to find his 
rhythm at the Circuit of 
Americas. It wasn’t going 
to happen again this time. 
“I always needed to make 
sure that the gap was al¬ 
ways such that there was 
no chance of him to go for 
the overtake, unlike Austin, 
and managed to do that, 
so that was good.” It was 
Rosberg’s fifth win of the 
season and his first since 
the German GP in July. 
Hamilton was trying to win 
his sixth race in a row. 
Felipe Massa of Williams 
finished third in front of his 
home crowd, ahead of 
Jenson Button of McLaren 
and Sebastian Vettel of 
Red Bull. Vettel, the winner 
last year in Brazil, was fifth, 
while Fernando Alonso of 
Ferrari finished sixth, ahead 
of teammate Kimi Raik- 
konen, the only front driver 
to use a two-stop strategy 
instead of a three-stop 
one.Q

SHANGHAI (AP) — Even in 
the midst of a meltdown, 
Bubba Watson never lost 
hope Sunday in the HSBC 
Champions. 

He stood on the 16fh fee 
with a two-shot lead. He 
trudged off the 17fh green 
facing a one-shot deficit 
behind five players sud¬ 
denly tied for the lead. 
And right when if looked as 
though Watson had blown 
if, he delivered a finish that 
not even the creator of 
“Bubba golf” could hove 
imagined. 

From some 60 yards away 
in a bunker left of the 
green on the par-5 18fh 
hole, Watson blasted out 
of the sand and watched 
his ball roll 25 feet before 
if dropped for eagle. Wat¬ 
son was so stunned that 
his eyes widened and he 
screamed. He didn’t know 
what else to do. 

Moments later, he rolled in 
a 20-foof birdie puff on the 
18fh in a playoff to beat 
Tim Clark and capture his 
first World Golf Champion¬ 
ship. 

“You never know what he's 
going to do,” said Rickie 
Fowler, who watched if all 
unfold at Sheshan Interna¬ 
tional. 

Watson closed with a 2-un- 
der 70, a score that doesn't 
even begin to describe his 
wild ride — on eagle, bird¬ 
ie, par, bogey and double 
bogey filled his scorecard 
over the last five holes. 

The two-time Masters 
champion looked like a 
lost cause when he stood 
in the bunker on the 18fh in 
regulation, waiting his turn 
to play. That's when he 
turned to his caddie and 
told him, “It's been a mis¬ 
erable couple holes here, 
but this will change every¬ 
thing if it goes in.” 

Talk about a Shanghai sur¬ 
prise. 


“You always joke about 
holing it,” Watson said. 
“And then it actually went 
in. I didn't know how to 
react and so I just kind of 
screamed, and I lost my 
voice a little bit. It was one 
of those shots, a one-in-a- 
lifetime kind of shot. And so 
it was pretty neat.” 

The 10th edition of the 


HSBC Champions was the 
most memorable one yet. 
Clark made a 5-foot birdie 
on the final hole for a 69 
to join Watson at 11-under 
277. Fowler's hopes of join¬ 
ing them ended when he 
tried to hit a 5-wood from 
228 yards over the water 
to a back pin position. The 
ball didn't make it over the 
front bank and rolled back 
into the water. He scram¬ 
bled for a par and a 70. 

All three players in the final 


group had a chance at 
birdie to join the playoff. 
Graeme McDowell, who 
led after each of the three 
rounds, missed a 12-foot 
putt and shot 73. Hiroshi 
Iwota of Japan, the mys¬ 
tery guest on a world-class 
leaderboard, narrowly 
missed from 8 feet. U.S. 
Open champion Martin 


Kaymer hit a wedge that 
bounded off the green 
and into the water, lead¬ 
ing to double bogey and 
a 73. 

In the playoff, Clark had 
a 25-foot birdie putt that 
stopped a few inches short. 
“I knew I needed to birdie 
that playoff, especially with 
him being able to reach," 
Clark said. “I’m pleased 
overall. Obviously, disap¬ 
pointed to be that close.” 
Watson wound up in the 


same bunker in the playoff, 
and while he blasted out 
20 feet short, the birdie putt 
was on the same line as 
the bunker shot he holed 
in regulation. He knew the 
speed and the break. The 
only difference was when 
he holed the winning putt, 
he didn’t have a voice to 
scream. He bent his knees 
and repeatedly pumped 
both arms. 

Watson became the 14th 
player to win a major and 
a World Golf Champion¬ 
ship. Watson moved to No. 
3 in the world, making him 
the highest-ranked Ameri¬ 
can, and it was his seventh 
career win. Sweeter yet, 
he picked up a trophy far 
away from home. 

“Being able to win out¬ 
side the U.S., I just want 
to be able to travel and 
get through the jet lag, 
get through all the things 
and still perform at a high 
level,” Watson said. “So for 
me to win out here, this is 
very big. This is very special 
for me." 

That the other five players 
even had a chance was a 
bonus. 

Watson was 89 yards away 
from the 16th green when 
he hit a lob wedge heavy 
and missed the green, such 
a bad spot that he did well 
to keep his chip on the 
green about 20 feet away. 
He two-putted for bogey. 
Then, he found a bunker 
left of the green on the 
par-3 17th and couldn’t 
negotiate the soft sand. 
Using a 56-degree wedge, 
he left the first shot in the 
sand. His next one went 
off the green and onto the 
fringe, and he two-putted 
for double bogey. 

When the final group be¬ 
hind him walked onto the 
16th green, they were 
so stunned to see a five¬ 
way tie for the lead, they 
asked to make sure it was 
accurate. □

Wearable Computing: 
Jawbone Up3 band taking 
tracking to new extremes

Jawbone, the wearable activity tracker pioneer, will 
not be moved by the move toward smart watches. 
This year. Jawbone will release the Up3, the third itera¬ 
tion of its subtle, slim and stubbornly screen-free wrist¬ 
band, os well as a small, inexpensive tracker called 
the Jawbone Up Move that can be worn either as a 
clip or popped into a wristband accessory. 

Neither will let you know about incoming texts, show 
a few lines of incoming email or let you call for a car. 
Instead, Jawbone said, the $50 Up Move is designed 
to interest a whole new audience in small, easy to 
wear and cheap activity trackers - and boasts a six- 
month battery life. (Fans of fhe Misfit Shine will notice a 
striking similarity.) 

The intriguing new Up3 is designed to be worn 24 hours 
a day and will use cutting-edge sensor technology to 
create a picture of a person’s health that is remark¬ 
ably complete. Also, wonder of wonders, some ver¬ 
sions of fhe Up3 mighf end up being atfracfive, even 
jewelry-like. The band, scheduled fo be released be¬ 
fore the end of fhe year, is smaller and slimmer than 
the existing Up24 band from Jawbone. The device has 
been redesigned fo sit flat against the wrist in contrast 
to the slightly protuberant wraparound design of the 
current model. It will come in black, initially, with twist¬ 
like ridges along the top. It is waterproof up fo 10 me¬ 
ters, with a battery that lasts a week. 

Jawbone plans to release red and silver models, and 
to encourage partners to develop versions that look 
even more like bracelets than activity trackers. 

But the band's tracking capabilities are the really inter¬ 
esting element. The underside of the $180 Up3 band is 
adorned with various sensors for femperature and mo¬ 
tion, and with four electrodes that send small electri¬ 
cal signals into the tissue on your wrist. Using an analy¬ 
sis process called bioimpedance, the band measures 
how your body conducts those currents, and can take 
several measurements from that information. 

When the band is first released, the new sensors will 
measure resting heart rate and perform sleep track¬ 
ing so precise that it can actually tell the difference 
befween deep sleep and REM sleep (as it turns out, 
they’re quite different). Of course, fhe band will do 
basic activity tracking, such as of steps and calories 
burned. But over time. Jawbone said it could update 
the bands with more features, including the ability to 
measure respiration, how hydrated you are and even 
whether you are stressed or fatigued. 

All that information will be fed info Jawbone’s soffware 
platform, which has always offered cool dafa analysis 
and health with a focus on sleep and fitness. Now the 
app will pull together data from ifs fracking devices 
info a program called Smart Coach, which will offer 
tips related to your workouts, how much sleep you are 
getting or what you are eating.Q

The television has always 
been more than just an ap¬ 
pliance.

Through if, the 
shared experiences - the 
Beatles on “Ed Sullivan," 
the Miracle on Ice - would 
define a generafion. 

Buf menfion that experi¬ 
ence to someone like Abi¬ 
gail McFee, a sophomore 
at Tufts University, and she 
may look at you with a gaze 
of penefrafing puzzlement. 
She recently dropped by 
a friend’s room on cam¬ 
pus and beheld fhe mosf 
incongruous sight: a small 
television perched on a 
dresser. 

“It was little bit weird," she 
said. 

McFee, 19, has never 
owned a television set, nor 
do 90 percent of her friends 
af school, she esfimafes. 
In the era of laptops and 
Hulu, she is not quite sure 
why one would. “When I 
walk into a dorm room and 
see one, my first thought is, 
it’s unnecessary,” she said, 
“almost a waste of space.” 
A decade ago, a home 
- even, in many cases, a 
dorm room - withouf a tele¬ 
vision would have seemed 
virtually unthinkable, like 
a house without a tele¬ 
phone. 

And, that, in a sense, is the 
point. 

Just as the landline went 


from household sfaple fo 
quainf anachronism seem¬ 
ingly overnight during the 
last decade (acquiring 
a profoundly uncool air 
along fhe way), fhe fele- 
vision sef has sfarfed fo 
look at best like a luxury, if 
not an irrelevance, in the 
eyes of many members 
of the wired generation, 
who have moved past 


the “cord-cutter" stage, in 
which they get rid of ca¬ 
ble, fo getting rid of fheir 
TV sefs enfirely. 

As flaf-screen sales skid, 
programming migrafes fo 
fhe Web (just last month, 
HBO and CBS made splashy 
announcements for new 
subscription streaming ser¬ 
vices), and customs like 
password-swapping and 
live-tweeting render view¬ 
ing habits unrecognizable 
from even five years ago, 
fhe central role of fhe fele- 
vision sef in American life 
is being shaken for the first 
time since the rabbit-ears 
era. “Generation Y was re¬ 
ally defined by nefworks, 
namely MTV and Nickel¬ 
odeon,” said Leonora Ep- 
sfein, 29, the co-author of 
“X vs. Y: A Culfure War, a 
Love Story," released this 
year. “I remember when 
‘Dawson’s Creek’ was on, it 


was a standing weekly ap¬ 
pointment not just with the 
WB, but with your friends," 
she added. “You’d call 
them during the commer¬ 
cials to freak out about 
whatever just happened."

“While there are 
certainly the rare nights 
where I find myself curling 
up wifh an iPad fo cafch a 
show, the only time I watch 
a program from an actual 
set is during my daily morn¬ 
ing run at the gym.’’Q

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JPMorgan plans cut 3,000 more jobs this year

NEW YORK (AP) — JPMor¬ 
gan, the nation's largest 
bank by assets, is cutting 
3,000 more jobs this year 
than previously planned in 
its card and mortgage busi¬ 
ness units. 

The bank said in February 
that it was planning to elim¬ 
inate about 2,000 jobs this 
year in its card, merchant 
services and auto unit, but 
now says that it will have 


cut a total ot 4,000 jobs in 
the unit by the end ot 2014. 
JPMorgan will also elimi¬ 
nate more jobs in its mort¬ 
gage unit, reducing up to 
7,000 positions in that part 
ot the bank, compared 
with an earlier target of 
6 , 000 . 

The New York bank em¬ 
ploys about 242,000 em¬ 
ployees worldwide, ac¬ 
cording to its most recent 
earnings release. 


The figures were disclosed 
in a presentation made this 
weekend by Gordon Smith, 
CEO of Chase Consumer 
& Community Banking. He 
was speaking at the Banc- 
Analysts Association of Bos¬ 
ton Conference in Boston. 
JPMorgan Chase & Co., 
which reported net income 
of $5.6 billion in the third 
quarter, is seeking to cut 
expenses at its consumer 
banking unit by $2 billion 
between 2014 and 2016, 


according to the presenta¬ 
tion. 

The lender is cutting costs 
in its mortgage unit as de¬ 
mand for home refinancing 
has waned as rates have 
started rising. 

The average U.S. long-term 
mortgage rate for a 30-year 
loan rose to 4.02 percent, 
Freddie Mac said Thursday. 
The rate was 3.41 percent 
in January of last year. 

The bank is also trying to cut 


the costs through greater 
use of technology. 

For example, by encour¬ 
aging more customers to 
use electronic statements 
instead of paper ones, the 
bank estimates that it can 
save about $100 million in 
paper and mailing costs by 
2016. Smith estimates that 
the cost of a mailing state¬ 
ment is about 50 cents, 
compared to a cost of less 
than 1 cent for one that is 
sent electronically. 


Berkshire’s earnings down 9 percent from year ago

OMAHA, Neb. (AP) — War¬ 
ren Buffett's Berkshire Hath¬ 
away reported a 9 percent 
drop in third-quarter profit 
versus the same period a 
year ago, when the com¬ 
pany had large investment 
gains. 

Berkshire said this weekend 
it earned $4.62 billion, or 
$2,811 per Class A share. 
That’s down from $5.05 bil¬ 
lion, or $3,074 per share, last 
year. 

Revenue grew 10 percent 
to $51.2 billion. Buffett is 
chairman and CEO of the 
Omaha, Nebraska-based 
conglomerate. 

Berkshire wrote down the 
value of its investment in 
British retailer Tesco by $678 
million. Buffett told CNBC 
in an interview last month 
that the Tesco investment 
was a mistake. Berkshire cut 
its Tesco stake to less than 
3 percent last month, from 
5.1 percenf lasf year. 

The Tesco writedown was 
part of an overall loss of $ 107 
million on Berkshire’s invest¬ 
ments and derivatives. Last 
year the company had 
$1.39 billion in investment 


and derivative gains relat¬ 
ed mostly to deals made 
during the financial crisis, 
making for a difficult com¬ 
parison this year. Berkshire 
recorded big investment 


gains last year as it pre¬ 
pared to redeem warrants 
in General Electric and 


Goldman Sachs for stock. 
Mars and Wrigley also re¬ 
paid Berkshire for crisis-era 
investments. 

The four analysts surveyed 
by FactSet expected Berk¬ 


shire to report earnings per 
share of $2,560.29. 

Berkshire Hathaway officials 


do not generally comment 
on quarterly results, and 
no one responded imme¬ 
diately Friday to an inquiry 
about on the report. 

Buffett has said Berkshire’s 


operating earnings are a 
better measure of how the 
company is performing in 


any given period, because 
those figures exclude the 
value of derivatives and in¬ 
vestment gains or losses. 
Berkshire’s operating earn¬ 
ings were $4.7 billion, or 
$2,876 per share, during the 
quarter. That was 29 per¬ 
cent higher than last year’s 
$3.66 billion, or $2,228 per 
share. Many of Berkshire’s 
operating businesses per¬ 
formed well during the 
quarter, and the company 
reported holding $62.4 bil¬ 
lion cash at the end of the 
quarter, up from $42 billion 
lasf year. Andy Kilpatrick, 
who wrote “Of Permanent 
'/alue, the Story of Warren 
Buffett," said Berkshire’s 
subsidiaries are generating 
solid profits, and the com¬ 
pany is in good position for 
a significant acquisition if 
Buffett finds the right busi¬ 
ness. “He’s really piling up 
the cash,” Kilpatrick said. 
Berkshire’s BNSF railroad 
delivered $1,035 billion 
net income in the quar¬ 
ter, up from $989 million a 
year ago as if handled 2 
percent more carloads of 
freight and charged 3 per¬ 
cent more per car on aver¬ 
age.

AT&T says it will buy Mexico’s lusacell for $1.8B 


NEW YORK (AP) — AT&T is 
buying Mexican wireless 
company lusacell for $1.8 
billion and plans to grow in 
Mexico. The Dallas compa¬ 
ny said this weekend that 
lusacell has 8.6 million sub¬ 
scribers under the lusacell 
and Unefon brand names. 
AT&T had 116.6 million sub¬ 
scribers as of June 30. 

AT&T values fhe deal af 
$2.5 billion when debt is 


included. The company 
sees potential for growfh in 
Mexico because of its ris¬ 
ing population and middle 
class, even as the propor¬ 
tion of Mexican people 
with wireless service lags 
other Latin American coun¬ 
tries, according to AT&T. 
“’’Mexico is still in the early 
stages of mobile Internef 
capabilifies and adoption, 
but customer demand for 


it is growing rapidly,” said 
AT&T CEO Randall Ste¬ 
phenson in a statement. 
The acquisition could po¬ 
tentially lead to plans that 
include free or reduced 
rates for Americans travel¬ 
ing in or calling to Mexico, 
or the other way around. 
The need to dial a coun¬ 
try code for Mexico likely 
wouldn’f change, as Mex¬ 
ico doesn’f parficipate in 


the North American system 
of dialing 1 plus the area 
code. 

AT&T also said that reforms 
pushed by Mexico’s presi¬ 
dent, Enrique Pena Nieto, 
were a factor in its decision 
to buy the company. Nie¬ 
to’s reforms were meant to 
bring higher standards and 
more competition to areas 
that included the telecom¬ 
munications industry. 


Grupo Salinas owns 50 per¬ 
cent of lusacell and an¬ 
nounced Friday that it will 
buy the other half.

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Reinventing themselves 
without a big safety net

My husband, who is 34, recently quit his federal gov¬ 
ernment job, where he worked on climote-chonge 
issues for four years. He left because we decided to 
move to New York for my work and because he was 
itching to explore other options. 

The news that he is between jobs has not always gone 
down well with family members and friends. It’s not un¬ 
common for a piteous expression to appear on their 
faces, of which point they may ask him: “What do you 
want to do with your life?" At that point, we feel the 
need to comfort our loved ones and assure them that 
everything will turn out oil right. 

These days, many people in their 20s and 30s ore ea¬ 
ger to push themselves into entirely different careers, 
whether because the economy is telling them to do 
so, their ambitions ore signaling it’s time for o change, 
or they’ve been laid off. And if they ore childless, this 
may be o good time to take the financial risk of not 
working for o while. A result of oil this is that career 
gaps con be on acceptable option for my genera¬ 
tion. (I’m 32 myself.) 

To cope with living in an interstitial state, young people 
ore cobbling together freelance or contract work, or 
accepting help from their parents. Others have full¬ 
time jobs and may either yearn for o new career or 
feel their companies aren’t investing in them or offer¬ 
ing o clear career path. They may be asking them¬ 
selves, “When is it OK to quit o job without having an¬ 
other one?” 

Jamie Yang, 34, decided it would be OK to quit. He 
has plans to leave his position os president of EGG-en- 
ergy, a renewable-energy company in Tanzania - al¬ 
though he will remain on its board - and does not hove 
another job lined up. 

“I don’t expect to find o CEO position available to me 
in the U.S.,” Yang, who is from the Los Angeles area, 
wrote in an email. He said he was prepared to take o 
step down the ladder if necessary and was looking for 
positions that would allow him to work on business de¬ 
velopment, strategy, product design or management. 
According to the Labor Department, adults born in the 
early 1980s held on overage of 6.2 jobs from ages 18 to 
26. To baby boomers, many of whom might hove hod 
o more linear trajectory in the workplace when they 
were in that age range, the peripatetic and uncertain 
nature of today’s workplace can be o source of anxi¬ 
ety when it comes to their children. 

“My parents seem a bit nervous that I don’t have any¬ 
thing yet," Yang said. 

While the conventional wisdom is that employers like 
to see consistency, the ability to reinvent oneself is 
gaining currency os o sought-after talent. 

“Moving from one career to another is oil about listen¬ 
ing, and if you ore smart, it’s about responding to what 
the marketplace wonts and realigning accordingly,” 
Domingue said. 

Although neither sex is impervious to these lulls, women 
may not raise os many eyebrows when they tell peo¬ 
ple they aren’t working. 

“There is more cultural acceptance of women moving 
in and out of the workforce,” Poliak said. “We unfairly 
expect men to know where they ore going.” 

That seems to be true for my husband, to some degree. 
After one too many distressed onlookers responded to 
his news, I suggested that his career gap needed o 
rebranding. He wasn’t in between jobs; he was o con¬ 
sultant, just like everyone else.Q 


On Estate Planning; 

Focusing More on the Human Element

John A. Wornick remem¬ 
bers when he realized trust 
and estate lawyers like him 
were doing o disservice to 
their clients. 

It was early on o Tuesday, 
otter o holiday weekend 
in 2000 or 2001, when o 
21-year-old client called 
cursing and saying that she 
wanted to fire her trustee. 
She hadn’t received her 
monthly distribution check 
from o trust fund set up for 
her and her siblings. 
Wornick tried to explain 
that given the holiday 


weekend the check hod 
probably been delayed 
in the moil and would ar¬ 
rive in the next day or two. 
But she was convinced the 
trustee was holding bock 
the money. 

“The trust was created for 
them to get on educa¬ 
tion, and here she was at 
21, dropped out, living on 
o monthly distribution,” he 
said. “What I found out is 
she hod spent the week¬ 
end gambling at o casino 
in the mountains and had 
written checks that were 
going to bounce if she 
didn’t get o distribution.” 
While the scene seems like 
something out of o reality 
television show, every trust 
and estate lawyer has sto¬ 
ries about trust-fund benefi¬ 
ciaries who embody oil the 
worst traits of spoiled rich 
kids. But this particular coll 


got Wornick, then o lawyer 
at o large low firm in Den¬ 
ver, thinking about how es¬ 
tate planning was missing 
the human component. 
The emphasis was on trans¬ 
ferring the most money to 
heirs free of esfote fox and 
fhen insulating that money 
from credifors. 

“I said, ‘There has to be o 
better way to do planning 
so oil this tax-efficient, ele¬ 
gant trust planning doesn’t 
hurt people,’??” he said. “I 
saw well-intentioned, tech¬ 
nically precise plans reap 
negative unintended con¬ 
sequences.” 


Alas, this is not o story about 
o eureka moment that led 
immediately to change. It 
took Wornick another de¬ 
cade of foiling away of fhe 
low firm before he crystal¬ 
lized his goals and created 
the Purposeful Planning In¬ 
stitute. 

The name itself may cause 
some head scratching. 
What kind of esfote plan¬ 
ning would not hove pur¬ 
pose? But purposeful plan¬ 
ning’s goal is to get people 
who want to create o trust 
to think more deeply about 
the document’s language 
and how it binds trustees 
to moke distributions now 
and into the future. 

The movement’s adher¬ 
ents ore fervent but they 
ore also few; the institute 
has only about 345 mem¬ 
bers. Their approach also 
faces resistance from pro¬ 


fessionals who procfice es- 
tofe planning in more fro- 
ditionol ways. 

There ore limits to purpose¬ 
ful planning. “You can’t 
suddenly at age 55 or 65 
or 75 turn out o generous 
stripe and expect to over¬ 
come years of porenfing 
neglect or bod parenting,” 
Wornick said. “We’re not 
saying this by itself is going 
to save the trust beneficia¬ 
ry. We need to work on the 
document but also on the 
financial parenting and 
grandparenting.” 

Another limit is that this ap¬ 
proach to planning takes 


o lot of time and is expen¬ 
sive. Alison Comstock Moss, 
o vice president at Paul 
Comstock Partners and 
on adherent to purposeful 
planning, said she can do 
purposeful planning only 
with clients who hove more 
than $25 million because of 
the cost and time involved. 
She charges $24,000 os o 
project fee, which is sepa¬ 
rate from any invesfment 
management fees. There 
is o more skepficol view of 
purposeful planning, too. 
Now that the estate tax ex¬ 
emption for o married cou¬ 
ple is more than $10 million, 
very few people need to 
do the kind of fox planning 
that even affluent people 
did from fhe 1990s through 
to 2012, when the current 
exemption was mode per¬ 
manent and indexed for 
inflofion. □

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NASA: Comet bombarded Mars sky with meteor shower

WASHINGTON (AP) — A 

pristine distant comet cre¬ 
ated a once-in-8-million- 
year fireworks show above 
Mors lost month. But no 
one got to see it live. 

New NASA data from satel¬ 
lites circling Mors shows that 
when the comet named 
Siding Spring skimmed the 
red planet, tons of comet 
dust bombarded the Mar¬ 
tian sky with thousands of 
fireballs on hour. It warped 
the Martian atmosphere 
leaving all sorts of metals 
and on eerie yellow after¬ 
glow on Oct. 19. 

A meteor shower from 
magnesium, sodium, iron 
and five other metals may 
hove been so heavy that it 
might be even considered 
o meteor storm, said Uni¬ 
versity of Colorado scien¬ 
tist Nick Schneider. Spikes 
in magnesium physically 
changed the atmosphere 
around Mors, while sodium 
left o yellowish glow in the 
sky otter the meteor show¬ 
ers finished, he said. 


“It would hove been truly 
stunning to the human 
eye,” said Schneider, who 
was the lead instrument 
scientist for one of NASA’s 
Martian satellites. “It would 
hove been really mind- 
blowing.” 

The best view would hove 
been from the Martian sur¬ 
face, where NASA hod the 


rovers Opportunity and Cu¬ 
riosity looking up. But the 
rovers could only take stills, 
said agency chief plan¬ 
etary scientist Jim Green. 
There was no video to cap¬ 
ture the shooting stars that 
mode it o spectacular light 
show. 

Instead, NASA’s satellites 
recorded lots of scientific 


data, which allowed as¬ 
tronomers to describe what 
it must hove been like. 

The core of the spinning 
comet moved by Mors of 
more than 125,000 mph 
(201,200 kph) and could 
hove been os large os 1.2 
miles (2 kilometers) wide, 
astronomers said. 

It was not only big, but the

Planned spacecraft comet landing has scientists buzzing

BERLIN (AP) — The Euro¬ 
pean Space Agency is 
making final preparations 
to land the first unmanned 
spacecraft on o comet 
next week, and scientists 


ore hoping that technol¬ 
ogy designed o quarter 
century ago will perform os 
planned. 

Europe’s Rosetta space 
probe was launched in 
2004 with the aim of study¬ 
ing comet 67P/Churyumov- 


Gerosimenko and learning 
more about the origins of 
the universe. 

After successfully getting 
Rosetta to rendezvous with 
the comet in August, sci¬ 
entists intend to release o 
small landing croft called 
Philoe onto its icy surface. 
The drop — scheduled for 
0835 GMT (3:35 o.m. EST) 
Wednesday — requires o 
series of complex orbital 
maneuvers over the com¬ 
ing days. Since signals take 
over 28 minutes to travel 
the 500 million kilometers 
(311 million miles) from 
Earth to Rosetta, scientists 
hove programmed the 
probe to perform the sepa¬ 
ration sequence itself when 


the moment is right. 

They will rely on what, in 
digital terms, is ancient 
technology. “The design 
and building started some 
20 years ago,” mission 
manager Fred Jansen told 
reporters Friday. “Effective¬ 
ly you’re looking of tech¬ 
nology, computing-wise, of 
the end of the 1980s.” 

The lOO-kilogrom 

(220-pound) lander should 
touch down on the sur¬ 
face of the comet about 
seven hours later, with con¬ 
firmation reaching Earth 
at about 1603 GMT (11:03 
o.m. EST). 

“There is no doubt that we’ll 
hit the comet,” said space¬ 
craft operations manag¬ 


er Andrea Accomozzo. 
“Whether we hit it safely is 
another matter.” 

The European Space Agen¬ 
cy, which relies for funding 
on its member states, has 
sought to drum up public 
interest in the mission with 
o series of high-profile cam¬ 
paigns over the post year. 
These include on online 
vote on what to name the 
landing site — Agilkio, otter 
on island on the Nile River, 
was chosen — and the re¬ 
lease of o sci-fl short film 
called “Ambition” starring

LOS ANGELES (AP) — A 

constellation of stars gath¬ 
ered in Hollywood for an 
off-camera celebration of 
four stalwart film talents. 
Reese Witherspoon, Jen¬ 
nifer Aniston, Steve Carell, 
Kevin Costner, Mark Wahl- 
berg, Sidney Poitier, Ed 
Norton, Benedict Cumber- 
batch, Chris Rock, Eddie 
Redmayne, Ron Howard 
and Hilary Swank were 
among the celebrities 
toasting the first Oscar win¬ 
ners of the season at the 
film academy’s Governors 
Awards Saturday night. 
Actress Maureen O'Hara, 
filmmaker Hayao Miyazaki, 
screenwriter Jean-Claude 
Carriere and actor and 
activist Harry Belafonte ac¬ 
cepted honorary Oscars 
at the private dinner cere¬ 
mony at Hollywood & High¬ 
land’s Ray Dolby Ballroom. 
Jessica Chastain, Warren 
Beatty, Octavia Spencer, 
Jake Gyllenhaal, Mark Ruf- 
falo, Robert Duvall, Robert 
Downey Jr. and Tilda Swin- 


ton, sporting a platinum 
faux-hawk, also attended 
the three-hour celebration. 
Pixar chief John Lasseter 
presented Miyazaki with an 
Oscar statuette, calling the 
Japanese animator “the 
most original filmmaker to 
ever work in our medium.” 
Accepting the trophy, Mi¬ 
yazaki said through a trans¬ 
lator that he considered 
himself lucky, adding, “My 
greatest luck is that I got 
to meet Maureen O'Hara 
today.” 

The 94-year-old O'Hara 
was introduced by Liam 
Neeson and Clint East- 
wood, each of whom con¬ 
fessed to having a crush 
on the Irish-born beauty. 
Neeson described her as 
“one of the true legends of 
cinema” and “one of the 
most adventurous women 
who ever lived,” explaining 
the actress was a pioneer 
in doing her own stunts on 
screen. 

O’Hara came to the stage 
in a wheelchair and read a 
brief statement of thanks in 
which she acknowledged 


filmmakers Charles Laugh¬ 
ton and John Ford, along 
with her co-star in several 
films, John Wayne. 

When Neeson handed her 
the Oscar, she asked in dis¬ 
belief, “What's this?!”

French screenwriter laud¬ 
ed the many directors he’s 
collaborated with over his 
five decades in film, say¬ 
ing, “They're always pres¬ 
ent, even today.

you,” Rock said. “I'm here 
to thank you.”

The race is not to the swift, nor 
the battle to the strong, neither 
yet bread to the wise, nor yet 
midterms to men of understand¬ 
ing. Or os I put it on the eve 
of another Republican Party 
sweep, politics determines who 
has the power, not who has the 
truth. Still, it’s not often that a 
party that is so wrong about so 
much does os well os Republi¬ 
cans did on Tuesday. 

I’ll talk in o bit about some of 
the reasons that may hove hap¬ 
pened. But it’s important, first, to 
point out that the midterm re¬ 
sults ore no reason to think bet¬ 
ter of the Republican position 
on major issues. I suspect that 
some pundits will shade their 
analysis to reflect the new bal¬ 
ance of power - for example, 
by once again pretending that 
Rep. Paul Ryan’s budget pro¬ 
posals ore good-faith attempts 
to put America’s fiscal house 
in order, rather than exercises 
in deception and double-talk. 
But Republican policy propos¬ 
als deserve more critical scru¬ 
tiny, not less, now that the party 
has more ability to impose its 
agendo. 

So now is o good time to re¬ 
member just how wrong the 
new rulers of Congress hove 
been about, well, everything. 
First, there’s economic policy. 
According to conservative dog¬ 
ma, which denounces any reg¬ 
ulation of the sacred pursuit of 
profit, the financial crisis of 2008 
- brought on by runaway finan¬ 
cial institutions - shouldn’t hove 
been possible. But Republicans 
chose not to rethink their views 
even slightly. They invented on 
imaginary history in which the 
government was somehow re¬ 
sponsible for the irresponsibility 
of private lenders, while fighting 
any and oil policies that might 
limit the damage. In 2009, when 
on ailing economy desperately 
needed aid, John Boehner, 
soon to become the speaker of 
the House, declared: “It’s time 
for government to tighten their 
belts.’’ 

So here we ore, with years of 
experience to examine, and 
the lessons of that experience 
couldn’t be clearer. Predictions 
that deficit spending would 
lead to soaring interest rotes, 
that easy money would lead to 
runaway inflation and debase 
the dollar, hove been wrong 
again and again. Governments 
that did what Boehner urged, 
slashing spending in the face 
of depressed economies, hove 
presided over Depression-level 
economic slumps. And the at¬ 


tempts of Republican governors 
to prove that cutting taxes on 
the wealthy is o magic growth 
elixir hove failed with flying col¬ 
ors. 

In short, the story of conserva¬ 
tive economics these post six 
years and more has been one 
of intellectual debacle - mode 
worse by the striking inability of 
many on the right to admit error 
under any circumstances. 

Then there’s health reform, 
where Republicans were very 
clear about what was sup¬ 
posed to happen: minimal 
enrollments, more people los¬ 
ing insurance than gaining it, 
soaring costs. Reality, so for, 
has begged to differ, deliver¬ 
ing above-predicted sign-ups, 
o sharp drop in the number of 
Americans without health in¬ 
surance, premiums well below 
expectations, and o sharp slow¬ 
down in overall health spend¬ 
ing. 

And we shouldn’t forget the 
most important wrongness of 
oil, on climate change. As late 
os 2008, some Republicans 
were willing to admit that the 
problem was real and even ad¬ 
vocate serious policies to limit 
emissions - Sen. John McCain 
proposed o cop-ond-trade sys¬ 
tem similar to Democratic pro¬ 
posals. But these days the party 
is dominated by climate deniol- 
ists and to some extent by con¬ 
spiracy theorists who insist that 
the whole issue is o hoax con¬ 
cocted by o cabal of left-wing 
scientists. Now these people will 
be in o position to block action 
for years to come, quite possibly 
pushing us post the point of no 
return. 

But if Republicans hove been so 
completely wrong about every¬ 
thing, why did voters give them 
such o big victory? 

Port of the answer is that lead¬ 
ing Republicans managed to 
mask their true positions. Per¬ 
haps most notably. Sen. Mitch 
McConnell, the incoming ma¬ 
jority leader, managed to con¬ 
vey the completely false im¬ 
pression that Kentucky could re¬ 
tain its impressive gains in health 
coverage even if Obomocore 
were repealed. 

But the biggest secret of the 
Republican triumph surely lies 
in the discovery that obstruc¬ 
tionism bordering on sabotage 
is o winning political strategy. 
From Day 1 of the Obomo ad¬ 
ministration, McConnell and his 
colleagues hove done every¬ 
thing they could to undermine 
effective policy, in particular 
blocking every effort to do the 
obvious thing - boost infrastruc¬ 
ture spending - in o time of low 
interest rotes and high unem¬ 
ployment. 

This was, it turned out, bod for 
America but good for Repub¬ 
licans. Most voters don’t know 
much about policy details, nor 
do they understand the legisla¬ 
tive process. So oil they sow was 
that the man in the White House 
wasn’t delivering prosperity - 
and they punished his party. 

Will things change now that 
the GOP can’t so easily evade 
responsibility? I guess we’ll find 
out.Q 


Big Money

The day after the midterm 
elections, I met up with o man 
named Iro Glosser, the former 
longtime head of the American 
Civil Liberties Union. For days, 
the medio hod been full of 
news about the enormous sums 
of money likely to be spent by 
special-interest groups and oth¬ 
ers to influence the outcome of 
Senate races. House races, gu¬ 
bernatorial races - even judicial 
races. According to the Center 
for Responsive Politics, which is¬ 
sued o report just days before 
the midterms, nearly $4 billion 
was expected to be spent, in 
toto, on the midterms. Glosser 
hod no problem with any of this. 
As you would expect of some¬ 
one who once ran the ACLU 
- he retired in 2001 - Glosser is 
o First Amendment absolutist. 
And to him, that means that he 
supports the Supreme Court’s 
2010 ruling on Citizens United 
because he believes virtually oil 
campaign finance lows violate 
the First Amendment. 

“So money equals speech?’’ I 
asked. No, he said. “But nobody 
speaks very effectively without 
money. If you limit how much 
you spend on speech, you ore 
also limiting speech.’’ 

As Glosser talked, I kept find¬ 
ing myself circling bock to the 
some question: But what about 
what happens after the elec-

tion? It is not the spending itself 
that is the problem, but rather 
the purpose of that spending. 

Big contributors want some¬ 
thing for their money. At its most 
benign, they wont access, the 
ability to hove their side heard 
whenever there is the possibil¬ 
ity that legislation might affect 
their industry. For less benignly, 
they wont more - they wont to 
know that their bidding will be 
done. 

It con be subtle, this influence. 
“Maybe it’s the amendment 
that does not get introduced 
in committee because the 
congressman knows that it is 
not in sync with the desires of 
his money patrons,’’ said Rep. 
John Sarbanes, D-Md., who has 
focused much of his legislative 
effort on campaign finance re¬ 
form. “The donation is lingering 
somewhere in the atmosphere. 
It’s human nature.’’ 

Of course it con be not so sub¬ 
tle, too. “On any given Wednes¬ 
day night in Washington,’’ soys 
Nick Pennimon, the executive 
director of Issue One, which is 
dedicated to reducing the in¬ 
fluence of money in politics, 
“you’ll hove o member of, soy, 
the finance committee, stand¬ 
ing in the board room of o lob¬ 
byist’s office, surrounded by 
bonk lobbyists. At some point, 
someone will hand o staffer on 
envelope with the checks in it, 
and the congressman will hove 
raised $100,000 in 45 minutes. 
And they know exactly who 
was responsible for putting it to¬ 
gether, and whose phone colls 
therefore need to be returned.’’ 
Pennimon makes o distinction 
between “ideological givers’’ - 
donors like the Koch brothers, 
motivated by the chance to 
get like-minded people elect¬ 
ed - and “transactional givers,’’ 
those who donate because 
they expect something con¬ 
crete in return. “These ore folks 
who give just as generously to 
both sides of the aisle.’’ 

Sarbanes agreed: “Big money 
wins regardless of which party 


in a Romp 

wins the election.’’ 

“In fact,’’ he added, “the more 
money that is spent, the greater 
the dependence that is cre¬ 
ated.’’ 

There ore two other reasons 
big money is corrosive to our 
politics. One is that the need to 
raise money has become close 
to all-consuming. The current is¬ 
sue of Esquire magazine - which 
has o nifty package of articles 
about what is wrong with Con¬ 
gress and some suggestions for 
how various problems might 
be fixed - quotes Rep. Donna 
Edwards, D-Md.: “It’s o never- 
ending hustle. You get elected 
to this august body to fix prob¬ 
lems, and for the privilege, you 
find yourself on the phone in o 
cubicle, dialing for dollars.’’ 

The retiring Sen. Tom Horkin, D- 
lowo, has said that he believes 
that the constant need to raise 
money means that “you don’t 
have the time for the kind of 
personal relationships that so 
many of us built up over time.’’ 
When people don’t know each 
other, it is o lot easier to think the 
worst of them. Polarization is the 
result. Finally, there is the effect 
of big money on the rest of us. 
The public, Sarbanes believes, 
knows full well the insidious influ¬ 
ence of money in politics. “The 
rational voter will soy to him¬ 
self, why should I bother voting 
if the person I’m voting for is o 
captive of special interests,’’ he 
said. “As o result, people ore 
staying at home.’’ 

And how does Glosser react to 
these tales of corruption? He 
doesn’t deny them. “Of course 
there is corruption,’’ he soys. “Of 
course there is undue influence 
of money.’’ But he doesn’t be¬ 
lieve that those problems ore 
os great os they ore mode out 
to be, or that they trump his First 
Amendment concerns. 

“The question is whether the 
remedy does more harm than 
good and violates the constitu¬ 
tion,’’ he soys. 

Me, I’m not convinced. Are 
you?Q 



















High Notes: Clean, With Subtle Hints of Citrus 
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DENVER - Jake Browne was 
carefully rotating a mari¬ 
juana bud between his fin¬ 
gers. 

“I’m looking for bugs, mil¬ 
dew, things I wouldn’t want 
to ingest," he said, leaning 
forward to hold the nickel- 
size flower up to the light. 
He paused, then took o sip 
of water from o cup with 
o Miley Cyrus hologram 
down its side. “This looks 
clean,” he concluded. 
Browne, 31, held the bud 
up to his nose and in¬ 
haled. Then he opened his 
computer. “Faint lemony 
sweetness," he typed, be¬ 
fore loading the pot into o 
small gloss pipe. 

“I usually will take one, 
maybe two hits,” he said os 
he fired up the bowl. “I’m 
looking for how it burns, 
the taste, if it’s flushed well 
- meaning you don’t wont 
to taste the fertilizers or 
chemicals." He exhaled, 
waited and then turned to 
his computer again. “Head 
high. No initial body ef¬ 
fect,” he wrote. 

This is Browne’s job (or, at 
least, one of his jobs). The 
longtime resident of the 
Colorado - where mari¬ 
juana has been legal since 
January - is o comedian, o 
producer and o founder 
(with his fiancee) of a mail¬ 
order subscription box for 
hemp products. 

He is also the first pot critic 
for The Denver Post, Colo¬ 
rado’s oldest and largest 
daily newspaper. Which 
means that, every week, 
Browne takes a city bus 
from his home in Denver’s 
Highland neighborhood, 
crosses a street called 


Green Court and lands at 
one of the city’s downtown 
marijuana dispensaries to 
choose his product. Yes, 
he is paid to smoke it - and 
then write about the high. 
“The thing people say to 
me most often is, ‘Dude, 
you must have the best job 
ever,”’ Browne said. “It’s ei¬ 
ther that, or, if they’re from 
out of state, ‘Can you send 
me pot?”’ 


The Post has had two pot 
critics on its roster since it 
created a spinoff site. The 
Cannabist, in December. 
(The newspaper is search¬ 
ing for a third, as well as 
a sex columnist to write 
about pot and intimacy.) 
While adding the jobs - par¬ 
ticularly for a mainstream 
newspaper - created 
something of a stir, Ricardo 
Baca, the newspaper’s 
newly appointed canna¬ 
bis editor (and a longtime 
staff member) said it simply 


made journalistic sense. 
“We have a restaurant 
critic and wine review¬ 
ers,” he said. “We have an 
award-winning craft beer 
blog. From that logic you 
do need a pot critic - and 
maybe a few of them.” 
Browne’s path into the role 
was unlikely. He grew up 
in Iowa, where, after high 
school, he tried his hand 
as a male model (Ashton 


Kutcher, another former 
model, was from his home¬ 
town). When that didn’t 
work out, he moved to 
Colorado (“I had just read 
‘On the Road,”’ he said) 
and enrolled in a technical 
college, but dropped out. 
For the next few years he 
waited tables and worked 
as a bartender. 

Pot wasn’t legal for rec¬ 
reational use when he 
first got into the business, 
helping a friend who had 
opened a medical dispen¬ 


sary keep the books. (“They 
had been organizing files 
by first name,” Browne 
said, laughing.) He wasn’t 
a big pot smoker, but liked 
the business side of it. He 
became the company’s 
marketing director and 
general manager, started 
a blog and opened up a 
pot consulting business on 
the side. 

He saw the ad for a 


pot critic on Facebook 
(“where else?” he joked) 
and replied with a visual re¬ 
sume he’d designed him¬ 
self - complete with a giant 
photo of a piece of bacon 
(just for fun, he said). But it 
wasn’t the swine that sold 
his editor (nor was it simply 
his writing). 

“He was an authority on 
weed already,” Baca said. 
“He had valuable experi¬ 
ence working inside the 
industry.” 

Browne also has a bio¬ 


logical gift of sorts: He is a 
supertaster. That is, some¬ 
body who possesses more 
taste buds than the aver¬ 
age person (at least ac¬ 
cording to an online survey 
he took). 

In total so far, Browne has 
written 27 reviews. He 
critiqued a strain called 
Jack Flash (“it practically 
jumped through my moni¬ 
tor and into my pipe”); 303 
Kush (“almost overwhelm¬ 
ing”); and wrote about a 
Willie Nelson-themed va¬ 
rietal called Red Headed 
Stranger No. 14 (“a little less 
mentally racy” but with a 
“strong overall high”). And 
while his taste buds play 
a role in the critiques, cer¬ 
tainly, there is more to it. 

“I think people underesti¬ 
mate cannabis,” Browne 
said. “You wouldn’t walk 
into a restaurant and say 
‘I’ll have the wine.’ So why 
would you assume people 
would do that for can¬ 
nabis? In the same way 
that pinot grigio and pinot 
noir may sound similar but 
are completely different, 
names like Lemon OG and 
Lemon Skunk are very dif¬ 
ferent strains with very dif¬ 
ferent flavor components 
and completely different 
highs.” 

A typical day for Browne 
likely starts by testing a few 
products. On this particular 
day, he spent the morn¬ 
ing at three dispensaries: 
LoDo Wellness, on a street 
called Wazee; Euflora, 
also known as “the Apple 
store for weed” (though, 
as Browne pointed out, 
it actually looked more 
like a RadioShack); and fi¬ 
nally, a shop called Good 
Chemistry.Q
